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We find in these last days that this 
great truth is being abused by men, 
and many people who do not study 
their Bibles are being misled. If it’s a 
Bible doctrine, we, as ministers, should 
defend the truth. 

First, we must decide whether the 
Holy Ghost is a divine person worthy 
Oo receive our adoration, our faith, and 
our love, or simply an influence ema- 
nating from God, or a power that God 
imparts to us. If the Holy Ghost is a 
divine person, and we do not recognize 
Him as a person, we are robbing a di- 
vine being of the love which is His due. 

We must decide whether the Holy 
Ghost is a power that we, in our weak- 
ness and ignorance, are somehow to 
get hold of and use, or whether the 
Holy Ghost is a personal being, in- 
finitely wise, infinitely holy, who is to 
get hold of and use us. We must rec- 
ognize Him as a divine person sent to 
us from the Father as a loving friend 
ana@ a guide and helper. 

We find in church history that the 
Fourth and Fifth Century church be- 
came confused in its ambition to rule; 
it lost and forgot the spirit of Christ. 
Ministers became priests. 
A. D. it was borrowed from the Jewish 
system, and from the example of 
heathen priesthood. Then there was a 
conflict with heathen philosophies. 
Men began to interpret Christ to suit 
themselves, and there arose many 
sects: Gnostics (matter is evil, Jesus 
only a phantom, salvation by inner 
mystic enlightenment); Monarchian- 
ism (Father, Son, and Holy Ghost 
same person), and many other isms. 
The church was rent with contro- 

ersies over these and similar isms, and

q Qarnos: lost sight of its true mission. 


John 15:26, “But when the Comfort- 
er is come, whom I will send unto 
you from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall testify of me.” John 
16:7, 8, 13, 14, “Nevertheless I will tell 
you the truth; It is expedient for you 
that I go away: for if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto you. 
And when he is come, he will reprove 
the world of sin, and of righteousness 
and of judgment. Howbeit when he, 

the Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
Qevice you into all truth: for he will 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
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he shall hear that shall he speak: and 
he will show you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall receive 
of mine, and shall shew it unto you.” 

We notice in this 15th chapter that 
He can testify. Then He must be a di- 
vine being. If it had been God that 
Jesus was talking about, He would 
have said so, but He said, “Whom I will 
send from the Father.” Then, you can 
not send some influence. Jesus had 
been their comforter but He must go 
away, and He said, “If I go not away, 
the other Comforter will not come.” 
If Jesus had been the Holy Ghost He 
would have said that He Himself 
would return at Pentecost. 

I cannot put all the scriptures in 
that I want to, so you just be honest 
with God and yourself and read 1 
Cor. 2:10, 11; Rom. 8:27. Neh. 9:2 says 
that the Spirit is given to instruct, and 
gives manna for the mouth and water 
for the thirst. Eph. 4:30 says grieve 
not the Holy Spirit of God. You can- 
not grieve an influence. Then, He 
must have meant that this Holy Ghost 
was a real person, the third person of 
the Trinity, and when we speak of the 
Spirit let’s think of Him as a personal 
Holy Ghost and not as God the Father 
or Jesus, but one that has a mission 
Himself, because He thinks, feels, pur- 
poses, knows, wills, loves, and can be 
grieved. 

Many characteristics that only a 
person can possess are ascribed to the 
Holy Ghost. Rom. 8:26, R. V., says, “We 
can’t pray like we aught; but the Spir- 
it himself maketh intercessions for us 
with groanings which can not be ut- 
tered.” 


Rom. 8:14, “For as many as are led 
by the Spirit of God, they are the sons 
of God.” We cannot deny the person- 
ality of the Spirit and expect Him to 
lead us, because He will not and I do 
not blame Him. Render honor unto 
whom honor is due. God and His Son 
want us to do so. 

We find in Acts 16:7 that the Holy 
Ghost forbade Paul to preach in Asia 
and Bithynia. The Spirit wanted him 
at Macedonia. Paul was a great man 
and he gave heed to this call. Surely 
the Spirit has great authority to for- 
bid a man like Paul. In Acts 13:2, the 
Holy Ghost spoke and said, “Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul.” The Holy 
Ghost calls men and appoints them to 
office. Acts 20:28, “Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers.” 

Let’s see what Isaiah says, 63:10, 
R. V., “But they rebelled, and grieved 
his holy Spirit: therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and him- 
self fought against them.” In Acts 5:3 
Ananias lied to him and fell dead. You 
can blaspheme the Holy Ghost. There 
is forgiveness for speaking against 
the Son of man but not any for blas- 
phemy against the Holy Ghost. Matt. 
12:31, 32. 

Do we, in our real thought of Him 
or in our practical attitude toward 
Him, treat Him as a person? Do we re- 
gard Him as indeed as real a person as 
Jesus Christ? as loving, wise, strong, 
and worthy of our confidence, love, 
and surrender as He? He came to be 
to the disciples and us what Christ 
had been to them during the days of 
His personal companionship with 
them. John 15:16, 17. 

Do you know the communion or fel- 
lowship of the Holy Ghost? 2 Cor. 13: 
14.

Finmark Schools Destroyed— 
Population Homeless 

Ninety-four of the one hundred and 
twenty schools in Finmark, northern 
province of Norway, have been com- 
pletely destroyed and the entire popu- 
lation is homeless, according to a ra- 
diogram to Save the Children Federa- 
tion, One Madison Avenue, New York, 
from its Vice-Chairman, Howard E. 
Kershner, who is now in Europe set- 
ting up administrative plans for the 
sponsorship of schools and individual 
children in several liberated countries. 

Dr. Kershner’s radiogram reported 
that, flying low over Finmark, he had 
seen incredible destruction. “Ninety 
percent of all houses burnt with entire 
contents. Population forced to flee 
without clothing or other belongings. 
Face dark bitter artic winter in tents, 
caves and flimsy barracks six toa 
room. Appeal urgently for child and 
school sponsorships.” 

In The Netherlands Dr. Kershner 
will make arrangements for the ad- 
ministration of a sponsorship program 
for both individual children and 
schools, and a similar program will be 
set up in Belgium. Sponsorship opera- 
tions have already been begun in 
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France. Previously sponsors were ob- 
tained for over 800 war refugee chil- 
dren from various countries who were 
sheltered in Sweden. The Federation 
has set as its goal the obtaining of 
sponsors for 1,500 devastated schools 
in the liberated countries of Europe 
during the next six months.—Save the 
Children Federation, N. Y.

Philippine Liberation Gospels 

Even before the liberation of the 
Philippine Islands, the American 
Bible Society was printing in America 
250,000 Gospels in Philippine dialects 
to be sent to Manila as soon as possi- 
ble. The Bible House on Isaac Peral in 
Manila and the warehouse behind it 
are burned out, according to informa- 
tion received by the Society from its 
recently liberated secretary, the Rev. 
W. H. Fornger. The plates from which 
the Bibles and Testaments have been 
printed were to a large degree 
safe in the concrete vault in the ware- 
house, but there is no supply of paper 
and printing facilities are not yet 
available. 

Dr. E. K. Higdon, of the United 
Christian Missionary Society of the 
Disciples of Christ, a former secretary 
of the Society in Manila, is on his way 
to the Philippines with the first 
thousand copies of the Gospels. A 
shipment of 50,000 more has been 
started through the help of the Army 
chaplains. 

The printing includes Gospels in 
the Philippine dialects of Tagalog 
(the official language of the Islands), 
Ilocano, Panayan, and Cebuan. The 
little books are very handsome in 
their yellow covers with the Philip- 
pine and American flags in full color 
on them. They are called, by the So- 
ciety, the Philippine Liberation Edi- 
tion—American Bible Society.

Jewish Missionary Magazine reports 
that, “The Germans deported about 
100,000 Jews from The Netherlands 
during the occupation and The Neth- 
erlands news agency estimated that 
95,000 of them had been executed. Only 
1,400 have returned.” 
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“Which hope we have as an anchor 
of the soul, both sure and steadfast,” 
Heb. 6:19. 

Part of the essential equipment of 
any vessel of the sea are the great 
anchors. One has a feeling of security 
just to know there are enough strong 
anchors on board. I am reminded of 


his comrades on a very rough voyage. 
I like our text that compares our hope 
in Christ to an anchor of the soul just 
as sure and steadfast as when the 
great anchors are cast into the sea 
and are fastened to the rocks below. 
It is very distressing to be cast about 
in our frail human barque on the 
rough sea of life, jeopardizing our 
souls by rocks and great waves which 
the enemy has placed in our path, 
hoping to dash in pieces each soul that 
attempts a goal in the fair haven of 
rest. But thanks be unto God who has 
provided some wonderful “soul an- 
chors” to hold us steady in time of 
need. 

The first and entirely essential an- 
chor to be cast overboard we will 
call the anchor of regeneration. Just 
as surely as this anchor is cast over- 
board just that surely will your ship 
of life be free from destruction. Furth- 
ermore, it is the only anchor that will 
save the soul and assure a safe land- 
ing on the other shore. There is no 
other name given under heaven 
whereby men can be saved but through 
the name of Jesus. In fact, it is God’s 
ultimatum, which, of course, means 
final conditions offered as the basis of 
an agreement between sinful men and 
their Creator. I am happy that many 
years ago I threw this great anchor of 

y soul out and, like Nicodemus of old, 
grasped the great truth of being born 
again. 

Too many people are satisfied with 
just this stage of the journey, but 
there are other essential anchors that 
God has provided. For instance, there 
is that big anchor of “power for serv- 
ice.” If you think your small ship 
seems steady with this one anchor of 
salvation, you have yet to experience 
the secure feeling that comes to one 
with the infilling of the wonderful 
third person of the Trinity. Such an 
experience is worth more than a world 

f gold. In fact, this was the normal 
experience of every church member of 
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@« time when four such anchors - 
aved the lives of the Apostle Paul and

the early Church, and is still the 
happy privilege of every bloodbought 
child of God today. The casting of this 
anchor will change a timid, retiring 
soul that doesn’t possess enough cour- 
age to witness for his Lord, into a fire- 
brand with enough holy boldness to 
testify before dignitaries, kings, and 
rulers of empires when the oppor- 
tunity affords. God is willing to give 
this great power for service to all who 
ask in faith believing. It is not neces- 
sary to tarry many years for this won- 
derful outpouring of the Spirit, as 
many people think. It is just as simple 
as casting an iron anchor out of the 
boat and watching the water splash 
high as it lowers its mighty weight 
downward to catch the firm founda- 
tion below. 

One time my uncle became des- 
perately hungry for the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. His wife, who had re- 
ceived the experience, was more than 
anxious for him to receive this bless- 
ing. So it made her happy one night 
after church when he told her to go on 
home with the children as he intended 
to spend the night in prayer and he 
wouldn’t be back until his goal was 
reached. My aunt walked five blocks 
home and put the two children to bed 
when to her amazement (and disap- 
pointment) in walked my uncle. She 
said, “Oh, I thought you were going to 
get the Holy Ghost tonight before you 
came home.” His answer was, “I did.” 
God knows when we really mean busi- 
ness with Him. 

My father has attended Pentecostal 
services for the last forty years. Thirty 
of those years were spent “looking 
on,” seated near the rear of the build- 
ing. When we got home from the serv- 
ices we were sure to hear the program 
of the evening criticized. Daddy didn’t 
believe in all he heard and saw. “Well, 
it is all right for mother and the girls,” 
he would say, “but not for me.” Till 
one day God sent along an old school- 
mate whom he hadn’t seen since 
childhood, with this same wonderful 
message. The text was Acts 2:4, but 
this time it fellon good ground and 
brought forth, for at the close of the 
service, when the altar call was given, 
my father made his way up to the 
front and in less time than it takes to

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in another tongue. God is just waiting 
for you to cast out the anchor for pow- | 
er, if your boat seems unsteady as you 
are. 

Another anchor that proves a great 
blessing to suffering humanity is the 
“fafth anchor.” How many times have 
we found it necessary to cast down 
such an anchor when our bodies were 
racked with pain and we were the vic- 
tims of some dreaded disease! James 
5:14 would be a good motto to write 
across our “faith anchor.” 

My husband was very, very sick. He 
had a severe kidney condition that 
human aid could not help. It seemed 
this time God had us in a corner. In 
vain we searched for help. The doctor 
told me my husband was so critical 
that it would be impossible for him to 
secure an insurance policy. He told 
me many times this type of disease 
ran its course in three years’ time. In 
fact, everything he told me was surely 
discouraging. At first I felt like there 
was not so much as one straw to grasp, 
when suddenly I told the doctor I be- 
lieved in God and in prayer—in divine 
healing—and since he couldn’t help us 
I felt sure God would. He smiled and 
said he thought maybe a child could 
receive such a touch from the Master 
but never a grownup, as he couldn’t 
possess the childlike faith it would 
take for such a miracle. The doctor 
was right about it taking childlike 
faith for healing and that is all it does 
take. I went from that office that day 
praying that God would give me that 
simple faith— faith that would plunge 
my soul anchor down, down until it 
clung securely to the “Rock of Ages”. 
This is how simple it was. One day I 
entered the room where my husband 
lay suffering. I announced to him 
that I wanted to read some from the 
Bible, and proceeded to read two chap- 
ters in one of the Gospels. As I read 
about Jesus going about healing all 
the sick and oppressed, even those 
who merely touched His garment, he 
was forming a mental picture of those 
precious scenes and wished he could 
be there in reality, when the scripture 
came to him, “He sent his word and 
healed them.” Instantly, every pain 
left and from that day till this the dis- 
ease has departed. 

Just a week before I was to be mar- 
ried, the eye specialist was consulted

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BAPTISM 


“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned,’ Mark 
16:15, 16. Friends, the scriptures I am 
using for a text in the beginning~ of 
this subject on “Baptism” are the 
words of instructions given to His 
apostles by Jesus before they started 
out with the new dispensation of the 
gospel of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. 

First, we want to notice that Jesus 
said to preach the gospel to every 
creature, so that meant to every man, 
woman, and child, and He did not 
mean any separate individual or 
church, if you please. Unto the ones 
that you preach to He said, “He that 
believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved, but he that believeth not shall 
be damned,” Mark 16:15, 16. Friends, 
again let me call your attention to the 
next clause before the last one, for I 
think it is the one that should be bet- 
ter understood, for there is a part that 
is for all of us to do, and according to 
the instructions given here it will de- 
pend on how we faithfully carry this 
out whether we shall be saved or not, 
for it is His promise unto us that if we 
believe and are baptized we shall be 
saved. Today there are some churches 
that are doing away with the baptism 
altogether, saying that it isn’t essen- 
tial any more. Then there are others 
that haven’t removed it from their 
teachings but changed the way they 
give it. So, according to the purpose of 
baptism, they had just as well as not 
baptize at all if they don’t do it ac- 
cording to the plans and the purpose 
for which it was given. Just any way 
won’t do. 

In whose names are believers to be 
baptized? “Go ye therefore and make 
disciples of all the nations, baptizing 
them into the name of the Father and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,” 
Matt. 28:19, R. V. 

When believers are baptized into 
Christ whom do they put on? “For as 
many of you as have been baptized in- 
to Christ have put on Christ,” Gal. 
3:27. 

Into what experience are those 
baptized who are baptized into 
Christ? “Know ye not, that so many 
of us as were baptized into~ Jesus 
Christ, were baptized into his death?” 
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Rom. 6:3. Note, baptism is a gospel 
ordinance, commemorating the death, 
burial, and resurrection of Christ. In 
baptism, public testimony is given to 
the effect that the one baptized has 
been crucified with Christ, buried 
with Him, and raised with Him to 
walk in newness of life. Only one 
mode of baptism can rightly repre- 
sent these facts of experiences, and 
that is emersion, the mode followed 
by Christ and the primitive church. 

How is such a baptism described? 
“Therefore we are buried with him by 
baptism into death; for as Christ was 
raised up from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life,” Romans 6:4. 
How fully are we united with Christ in 
His experience of death and resurrec- 
tion? “For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, we 
shall be also in the likeness of his res- 
urrection,” Rom. 6:5. 

What will follow this union with 
Christ in His death and resurrection? 
“Now if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with 
him,” Rom. 6:8. In what working of 
God is faith to be exercised in connec- 
tion with baptism? “Buried with him 
in baptism, whereas also ye are risen 
with him through -the faith of the 
operation of God, who hath raised 
him from the dead,” Col. 2:12. At the 
beginning of His ministry, Jesus left 


us an example of what we must do. 
“Then cometh Jesus from Galilee to 
Jordan unto John, to be baptized of 
him,” Matt. 3:13. What remarkabl 
experience attended the baptism o 
Jesus? “And Jesus, when he was 
baptized, went up straightway out of 
the water: and, lo, the heavens were 
opened unto him, and he saw the 
Spirit of God descending like a dove, 
and lighting upon him: And lo a voice 
from heaven, saying, This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well pleased,” 
Matt. 3:16, 17. 


Are you the kind of a Christian that 
God can look down upon and Say, 
“This is my beloved in whom I am 
well pleased”? 


Friends, if you haven’t yet been 
baptized by emersion, do it today, for 
our Lord said, “Suffer it to be so now, 
for thus it becometh us to fulfill all 
righteousness,” Matt. 3:15. The way of 
the Christian life was set for us by Je- 
sus Himself, “leaving us an example, 
that ye should follow his steps,” 1 
Peter 2:21. He that kept His Father’s 
commandments and abode in His love. 
John 15:10. “For this is the love of 
God, that we keep his command- 
ments,” 1 John 5:3, and baptism is a 
command. 


The pathway is the same today as 
when Jesus walked in Judea, so don’t 
let these smooth-sayers and ear-tick- 
lers fool you into accepting anything 
else, but be emersed in water. “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and today, 
and forever,” Heb. 13:8. Praise His 
precious name for ever. Amen.

The war is all over in Europe and 
in the Pacific but the Church of God 
fights on, winning one victory after 
another. It is very encouraging to 
check the reports coming in from the 
fields. We have many reports of re- 
vivals in the churches and other new 
churches being set in order. Since the 
General Assembly, which closed Sep- 
tember 4, we have an official report 
of thirteen new churches in the United 
States and one in Windsor, Ontario, 
Canada. There are others that have 
not been officially reported. Oklahoma 
has set in order three new churches 
but only one has been officially re- 
ported. 


The official report is three new

churches in South Carolina, two in 
Missouri, one in Alabama, one in Okla- 
homa, one in Tennessee, one in Geor- 
gia, one in West Virginia, one in 
Windsor, Ontario, Canada, and one in 
Georgia (Colored). 

The books at Headquarters are offi- 
cially closed on July 31, and the new 
Assembly year begins August 1. This 
year, for the month of August our 
ministers reported 41,998 homes visited, 
18,994 sermons preached, 3,538 saved, 
1,696 sanctified, 1,221 baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, 1,304 baptized in wa- 
ter, and 1,168 added to the Church. 
Our total net gain in membership for 
the month of August was 785. Every’

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A UNIQUE CHURCH 


Cpl. J. Gratz Thompson 


Text: “This one thing I do, forget- 
ting those things which are past, and 
reaching forth unto those things that 
are before...” Phil. 3:13. 

With this motto as their inspiration, 
Harmony Union Church, presumably 
the only church organized (tempo- 
rarily) by and for GI’s in the China- 
Burma-India theater, began its exist- 
ence some five weeks ago in the day- 
room of the 2257th Quartermaster 
Truck Company, Nampanmao, Burma, 
near Myitkyina. 


Through a chance meeting, T/5 
James S. Perdue, of 2257th, found that 
Cpl. Albert D. Hall, 351st Airdrome 
Squadron, 4th Combat Cargo Group, 
was an ordained minister, formerly the 
pastor of the Church of God, La Junta, 
Colorado. During the interim Cpl. 
Perdue discovered that Cpl. Hall was 
anxious to conduct services for any- 
one, any time and anywhere he was 
needed. Knowing the need for serv- 
ices in the company, Cpl. Perdue in- 
vited the former pastor to conduct 
services. Thus Harmony Union began. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about the services that are attended 
by members of a myriad number of 
races, creeds and colors, is the fact 
that so many people of different back- 
grounds, environments, heredities, etc., 
can cooperate in such a bond of 
friendship and Christian love. So far, 
we have had Burmese, Chinese, Chin, 
Mexican, Negro, and a conglomoration 
of nationalities that make up Uncle 
Sam’s army. 

In a recent service a Burmese young- 
ster, ten-year-old Stelle Sawe Po Ohn, 
sang hymns in her native tongue and 
English. A very attractive little girl, 
she captivated the entire audience. 
Accompanying were a group of singers 
from Singapur Camp who also sang 
in both languages. These folk have 
been refugees from the Japanese who 
destroyed most of their religious liter- 
ature and forced them to flee Lashio, 
with the little they could hide by 
burying, etc., to a safer sanctuary. 

Cpl. Hall, a Kentuckian, is consid- 
ered a combination of Billy Sunday 
and Mark Twain and receives the 
highest respect from each individual 
with whom he comes in contact. He 
performs his duties with perfect min- 
isterial devotion, maintaining a pro- 
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gram of a Sunday evening worship and 
evangelistic service, Wednesday night 
prayer meeting, plus one or two nights 
a week spent in paying social or pas- 
toral calls by visiting various tents 
for friendly, encouraging chats. (In- 
cidently, Cpl. Hill is a Church of God 
minister.—Ed.) 

The friendliness, goodwill, brother- 
ly love, and sincerity of worship could 
well be used by churches all over the 
world. There is no doubt that many 
of the world’s ills could be solved in 
this manner. ; 

If one has doubts’ concerning 
whether Cpl. Hall is a bonafide minis- 
ter, living up to the ideals and char- 
acteristics of his calling, just ask Mess 
Sgt. Alfred H. Boone and he will tell 
you that he hasn’t a better customer 
for his chicken and steak dinners, 
which the pastor attends in true min- 
isterial style. 

Assisting the pastor is Sgt. Mason 
Holmes, a member of the Northern 
Baptist Church, St. Louis, Mo. Sgt. 
Holmes was a clerk and has been in 
church work since 1922. 

T|5 James S. Perdue, of Hopewell 
Baptist Church, Birmingham, Ala., 
gives graciously and willingly of his 
time, keeping the church clean, sing- 
ing, praying, and doing everything 
that a good servant of God does. Cpl. 
Perdue sang in the choir, was a mem- 
ber of the Men’s Bible Class, and has 
been a faithful Christian since 1929. 

T|5 Willie Brown must surely be 
missed in North Carolina’s Guilfield 
Baptist Church, as he is a real servant 
in Harmony Union. In the States he 
served as a trustee. For ten years 
“Brownie,” as he is affectionately 
known, has been a staunch member 
of God’s Church. 

Pvt. Ed Collis, of Brentwood, Cali- 
fornia, a former Nazarene and now a 


member of the Pentecostal Assembly 
of God, has been a member of that 
church for three years.

Upheld by Prayer 
Beloved Co-workers, 

We praise God because He has heard 
our prayer and the war is at last over. 
Today, in our service here at head- 
quarters, one of our members who has 
been in military service since the war 
and is now home on his first furlough, 
gave a stirring testimony. How he 
thanked the church for the prayers 
on his behalf and praised God for the 
many times He had answered prayer 
when he had called upon Him in dan- 
gerous places. God has kept him 
healthy and spared him through four 
motor accidents, one of which was 
very serious. He feels that God has 
protected him from German bombs 
and other dangers, and quoted Psalm 
91:1, 2. 

During the past few months there 
has been a great deal of sickness in 
Travancore, especially in jungle places. 
Many have contracted typhoid fever 
and malaria, the latter of a peculiar 
type, in epidemic form, and has taken 
a heavy toll of lives. In comparison to 
the large numbers who have died, 
very few of those in our church have 
been taken, as they have looked to the 
Lord alone for healing. Sometimes so 
many were sick in one house that no 
one remained to minister to the needs 
of the others. In one of our districts 
over forty of our people were ill at the 
same time and eighteen of these were 
in one home. Many of these were of 
the poorer people who live in small 
huts, so a part of the church building 
was screened off and a number of 
them were brought there to be cared 
and prayed for. We had as many as 

ighteen at one time, but they have 

een healed in answer to prayer. The 
main worker, himself, in this district

was unable to get around for two 
weeks because of rheumatism, but the 
Lord healed him. Our church is in a 
valley, and at all hours, even at mid- 
night, there were calls for help from 
the surrounding hills. Many of the 
Hindus and nominal Christians near 
them have died, but so far only two 
of our members have died, for which 
we praise the Lord. 

As a result of this epidemic, doors 
have been opened to us and we have 
gone to those places where our work- 
ers have been called to pray for the 
sick. Those who would not heed the 
gospel message before have been call- 
ing for help in this time of need. The 
Government permitted us to purchase 
rice for the convalescents and to dis- 
tribute it among the needy ones. 

In another district seventeen were 
buried from one church in one day, 
and twenty-two from another church. 
It seems to be a real scourge. 

One of our workers, a graduate of 
our Bible School and actively engaged 
in the work for some years, was ill 
for weeks with malaria. Though many 
prayed for his healing, the Lord saw 
fit to take him home. Even at the last 
he was so concerned about the work 
he was doing for the Lord, and just 
before his death he repeated the words 
of St. Paul, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith!” 

Tarrying meetings have been held 
in various places and some are 
receiving the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, four in one place. One of the 
helpers in these meetings is a blind 
brother. He has written us about a 
revival in which a number have been 
saved and filled with the Holy Ghost
